Job exploration and 
job shadowing in theirtechnical 
area. Learn options for further 
education and 
training. Participate in work ex- 
perience through co-op jobs. 
Lifetime job placement ser- 
vices at TEC. Hands-on activ- 
ity??? Each program is a little 
different but most vocational 
and technical courses have 
coursework to learn from 
manuals and textbook fol- 
lowed by a lot of hands on ac- 
tivities. ( CAD drawings, milling 
machine parts, preparing 
meals for banquets at TEC, re- 
placing automobile brakes).

“Failing to prepare is preparing to fail This motto, as 

displayed on the 1 996 Cross Country team’s shirts, is a statement which is 
often used as a symbol of the cross country team’s dedication. A runner 
needs to maintain a level of endurance, speed, strength, flexibility, and most 
importantly a mental edge in order to run at optimum performance. For this 
reason, most cross country runners begin training fortheir season during the 
summer. An average practice would consist of a ten-minute warm up run, 
thirty minutes of calesthenics, either a base workout( running several miles 
- usually at least four) or a speed workout (sprinting and conditioning work). 
Finally, a cool down consisting of about 1/2 mile is the finishing touch to 
practice. Aside from daily practice and racing on Saturdays, a runner must 
maintain a healthy diet. This year’s boys team won the STA League 
Championship title. The girls finished second place in the STA, and added 
a first place finish at Cros-Lex. Neither team made it past Regionals onto 
State Finals this year. Half of each team this year will be graduating. 
However, next year’s teams are looking forward to improvement.

The music world grieved this past year at the 
passing of Jerry Garcia, the celebrated patron of the 
bandTheGrateful Dead.

Many began anew by 
pursuing the Dead 's other musical elements and mu- 
sicians, such as Mickey Hart (Mickey Hart's Mystery 
Box.)
